Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  1972  prepared  as 
required  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Services. 

The  health  of  the  Town  was  good.  Although  there  were  several 
alerts  connected  with  contacts  of  infectious  illnesses  which  occurred 
elsewhere,  the  only  notable  cases  were  three  of  paratyphoid  fever. 

The  pdpulation,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General,  was  41,680. 
This  is  a decrease  of  220  on  1971.  There  was,  of  course,  a natural 
increase  of  676  in  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths. 

It  is  disappointing  to  see  a further  increase  in  deaths  from  lung 
cancer.  It  is  now  12  years  since  the  first  report  by  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians  made  a clear  pronouncement  on  the  connection  between  this 
disease  and  smoking.  There  was  a wave  of  anti -smoking  education  at  the 
time  and  anyone  who  heeded  it  and  stopped  smoking  then,  has  by  now 
greatly  decreased  his  risk  of  developing  lung  cancer.  Consequently  one 
could  hope  to  seevthe  start  of  a decline  in  the  death  figures. 

Reorganisation  of  the  National  Health  Service  progresses.  It  has 
been  agreed  that  there  will  be  a single  Health  District  covering  the 
catchment  area  of  the  new  Frimley  hospital  and  therefore  lying  partly  in 
Hampshire  and  partly  in  Surrey  and  possibly  partly  in  Berkshire. 

There  have  been  further  delays  in  the  building  of  the  new  Frimley 
hospital  and  as  yet  there  is  no  firm  date  for  its  opening. 

During  the  year  Hampshire  County  Council  took  over  responsibility  for 
Family  Planning  from  the  Family  Planning  Association  and  opened  a new 
Clinic  in  Farnborough  hospital.  It  was  still  in  an  early  stage  at  the  end 
of  the  year  but  was  rapidly  increasing  in  activity. 
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My  thanks  are  due  to  Councillor  P.  Hudson  and  the  members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  in  my  work  and  their  support 
throughout  the  year;  also  to  my  Deputy  Dr.  Bradford  and  to  Mr.  Snowden 
and  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  constant  efforts  in  the 
cause  of  Public  Health.

Ischaemic  Heart  Disease 


There  were  64  deaths  from  coronary  heart  disease,  two  of  these  were  in 
people  under  45  years,  one  male,  one  female.  Smoking  and  obesity  are  two  factors 
mainly  responsible  for  coronary  heart  disease,  and  although  there  is  a slight 
improvement  over  last  year  there  are  still  far  too  many  deaths  from  this  modern 
disease . 
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Lung  Cancer 


There  were  22  deaths,  19  men  and  3 women  which  again  shows  an 
increase  on  last  year,  one  male  was  under  55  years. 

Children 

There  were  18  infant  deaths,  of  which  7 were  due  to  congenital 
abnormalities  and  6 were  associated  with  prematurity. 

One  child  aged  2 was  the  victim  of  battering  and  a parent  was 
convicted  of  manslaughter.

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


The  measles  vaccination  programme  again  showed  its  effectiveness 
in  the  decreased  number  of  notifications. 

There  was  no  outbreak  of  dysentery  this  year,  whooping  cough  was 
almost  non-existent.  Four  individual  cases  of  food -poisoning  and  three 
cases  of  para-typhoid  occurred  but  there  was  no  general  outbreak. 

Three  contacts  of  typhoid  fever  from  a world  cruise  were  visited  but 
no  cases  occurred  in  Farnborough. 

Thirty -eight  passengers  on  a flight  between  Sydney  and  London  via 
Bahrein  were  notified  as  cholera  contacts  but  no  cases  occurred  in 
Farnborough.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Farnborough  Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1972.  It  is  my 
33rd  and  will  be  my  last  after  34  years  as  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  nearly  50  years  in  the  Local  Government  service. 

One  is  tempted  to  look  back  and  consider  the  changes  and 
developments  which  have  taken  place  in  Farnborough  during  the  past 
34  years  when  it  has  grown  from  a district  of  21,000  population  to 
more  than  40,000  and  with  improved  transport  has  become  a popular 
commuting  district  for  London,  The  development  of  the  district  in 
its  many  aspects  reflects  credit  on  the  Council  during  those  years  and 
undoubtedly  without  the  changes  in  Local  Government  which  are  taking 
place  the  efficient  management  of  the  district  would  have  continued. 
However,  it  is  a time  of  change  and  we  must  hope  they  are  for  the  better 
and  will  not  impose  too  heavy  a financial  burden  on  the  community  at  a 
time  when  financial  inflation  is  already  making  conditions  difficult 
especially  for  the  elderly, 

I have  seen  many  changes  in  these  50  years  ranging  from  crude  to 
modern  sanitation,  piped  public  water  supplies  in  place  of  wells,  the 
slaughter  of  food  animals  behind  butchers'  shops  and  similar  conditions 
which  we  should  find  repugnant  today.  New  problems  have  taken  their 
place,  perhaps  the  greatest  being  the  change  in  eating  habits.  Half  a 
century  ago  most  people  ate  their  meals  at  home  and  any  troubles  resulting 
therefrom  were  confined  to  the  home.  We  now  have  an  entirely  different 
situation  where  more  people  eat  out  than  at  home  and  a minority  of  people 
may  be  responsible  for  the  health  of  the  majority.  The  food  industry 
generally  has  been  revolutionised  and  continues  to  change. 

Nuisance  and  stress  from  noise  and  pollution  from  vehicles  and  other 
sources  is  a serious  and  growing  problem  and  the  tremendous  increase  in 
materials  requiring  disposal,  including  toxic  materials,  has  reached  such 
proportions  the  Government  has  recognised  that  it  must  be  treated  as  a 
National  problem  and  is  acting  accordingly.  The  re-organisation  of  Local 
Government  is  intended  to  deal  with  these  and  the  many  other  problems  now 
facing  Local  Authorities, 
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The  decision  to  join  the  two  Authorities  of  Aldershot  and 
Farnborough  has  removed  the  former  uncertainty  and  enabled  plans  to  be 
made  to  co-ordinate  the  services  of  the  two  areas.  The  responsibilities 
of  the  existing  Health  Departments  are  not  the  same  and  it  is  necessary 
to  decide  what  should  be  the  duties  of  the  new  Environmental  Health 
Department,  in  order  to  provide  the  most  efficient  service  for  the  new 
Local  Authority  of  Rusltmoor,  When  this  report  is  issued  all  these  will 
have  been  determined. 

Along  with  these  plans  and  preparations  the  regular  work  of  the 
Department  has  had  to  be  maintained  and  in  this  connection  we  were 
fortunate  in  not  having  many  changes  in  our  staff. 

House  improvement  work  proceeded  steadily  and  a start  was  made 
with  the  environmental  improvements  in  our  first  General  Improvement  Area. 

The  end  of  the  year  brought  to  an  end  the  slump  in  the  waste  paper 
industry  and  once  again  we  appear  to  be  entering  a period  of  demand 
exceeding  supply.  It  is  unfortunate  that  these  fluctuations  occur  because 
it  means  that  Local  Authorities  who  loose  their  supply  outlets  and 
discontinue  salvage  work  may  be  reluctant  to  start  again  when  demand 
returns  and  this  cannot  be  in  the  National  interest.  However,  in 
Farnborough-  we  were  able  to  carry  on  as  usual  and  dispose  of  all  our 
collections  by  our  method  of  sorting  and  grading  and  by  seeking 
alternative  outlets.  By  these  means  we  have  overcome  all  the  slumps 
which  have  occurred  in  the  waste  paper  industry  over  the  years  with 
considerable  financial  benefit  to  the  Council  and  the  maintenance  of  our 
organisation , 

I am  not  yet  able  to  report  the  provision  of  new  animal 
slaughtering  facilities  to  replace  the  Peabody  Road  premises  which  are 
not  a credit  either  to  the  Meat  Industry  or  to  the  Public  Health  Service. 
It  is  proving  to  be  a long  and  tedious  operation  already  extending  over 
five  years.  Perhaps  1973  will  show  more  progress  and  the  premises  be 
ready  for  the  new  Rushmoor  Authority.  Indeed  it  may  well  be  that  the 
new  abattoir  and  the  new  giant  refuse  Pulveriser,  another  major  project 
which  will  serve  Farnborough  and  Aldershot  and  the  surrounding  areas,  will 
be  completed  about  the  same  time, 

I shall  end  50  years  in  the  Local  Government  Public  Health  Service 
with  some  regret.  The  post  of  Public  Health  Inspector  is  not  everyone's 
choice  of  career.  This  was  particularly  the  case  in  the  early  years 
when  the  work  was  carried  out  under  difficulties  and  often  opposition 
from  vested  interests  but  it  has  had  its  compensations,  trying  to  ensure 
that  the  conditions  under  which  people  live  are  improved.  The  profession 
has  yet  no  counterpart  in  other  countries  in  the  European  Community,  of 
which  we  are  now  a member,  and  where  there  is  no  Environmental  Health 
Service  such  as  exists  in  Britain.  If  the  history  of  the  Public  Health 
Service  is  ever  recorded  it  will  show  that  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
has  played  a significant  part,  not  only  in  this  country  but  in  all  those 
countries  which  were  formally  a part  of  the  British  Empire  and  are  now 
independant  members  of  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations. 
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The  majority  of  my  colleagues,  Councillors  and  workpeople  are 
comparatively  new  to  Farnborough  Local  Government,  indeed  I do  not 
think  there  are  any  who  were  here  when  I was  appointed.  I thank  them 
all  for  their  co-operation  and  especially  my  Deputy,  John  Astin,  who 
has  been  with  me  for  30  years  and  who  has  seen  the  town  grow  to  double 
its  size  during  that  time.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1 . WATER  SUPPLY 


It  is  a duty  of  the  Department  to  ensure  that  every  house  is 
provided  with  a satisfactory  water  supply. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  by  the  Mid 
Southern  Water  Company  and  the  supply  arrangements  continued  to  be 
satisfactory.  I am  informed  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Company, 

Mr.  Adam  Hope,  B.Sc.,  F.I.C.E.,  F.I.W.E,,  that  no  changes  in  the  source  of 
supply  were  made  during  the  year,  and  I am  obliged  to  him  for  information 
contained  in  this  section  of  the  Report. 

Liaison  was  maintained  and~tthere  is  satisfactory  co-operation  between 
the  officers  of  the  Company  and  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Sources  of  Supply 


The  supply  is  obtained  principally  from  deep  wells  in  the  Chalk  at 
pumping  stations  at  Hurley  (near  Maidenhead),  Itchel  and  Lasham,  and  in  the 
lower  Greensand  at  Britty  Hill  (near  Elstead) , in  varying  proportions, 
according  to  the  demands  on  the  system. 

Treatment 


The  water  from  the  wells  in  the  Chalk  serving  the  area  varies  in 
hardness  from  18  to  22  grains/gallon,  while  that  from  Lower  Greensand  has 
a hardness  of  9 grains/gallon.  Softening  is  carried  out  at  the  sources 
where  necessary,  to  reduce  the  hardness  to  12  grains/gallon,  which  is  the 
statutory  limit  for  the  Urban  District. 

The  water  from  the  sources  is  generally  of  excellent  bacteriological 
quality  as  abstracted,  but  is  subject  to  treatment  by  chlorination  in 
conformity  with  modern  waterworks  practice. 

The  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  water  distributed  in  the  area 
varies  between  0.1  and  0.2  mg/1 

Purity  of  Supply 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  by  the  Company  before  and  after 
treatment  at  the  works  and  in  supply.  They  are  examined  chemically  and 
bacteriologically  by  the  Company's  resident  Chemists  and  Bacteriologists  and, 
in  addition,  samples  are  submitted  to  an  outside  laboratory  for  independent 
examination  and  report  at  regular  intervals. 

The  reports  during  the  year  on  all  treated  waters  have  shown  a 
consistently  high  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity.  Copies  of  the 
reports  are  sent  to  the  Department. 

The  water  does  not  have  any  plumbo  solvent  action. 
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Conditions  of  Supply  Generally 


The  supply  to  all  premises  served  within  the  Urban  District  is 
constant  and  laid  on  directly  from  the  main.  Adequate  supplies  were  at 
all  times  available  without  restriction. 


2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

(a)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


The  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  H.  Bird,  has  supplied  details  of  works 
carried  out  and  projected  as  follows  : 

"Modifications  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  to  improve  treatment 
have  been  completed. 

The  new  trunk  foul  sewer  from  the  Westmead  Pumping  Station  to  Cove 
Pumping  Station  relieving  the  existing  and  future  town  centre,  civic  and 
industrial  areas  is  now  operational. 

Following  the  Council's  acceptance  of  the  report  dealing  with  the 
future  developments  of  foul  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  at  Farnborough, 
the  first  phase  of  the  Cove  Valley  FoUl  Carrier  Sewer  across  the  G.L.C, 
Prospect  Estate  has  commenced  and  will  be  completed  in  1973.  Planning 
application  has  been  made  in  respect  of  a new  sewage  works  to  serve  the 
Cove  sewer  and  sited  adjacent  to  the  River  Blackwater,  outside  the  district. 

Detailed  investigation  into  flooding  problems  and  research  into  the 
existing  surface  water  drainage  system  of  various  areas  of  Farnborough  and 
Cove  is  actively  proceeding." 

(b)  Private  Drainage 

By  extending  the  sewerage  system,  one  factory  and  one  house  formally 
drained  to  cesspools  were  connected  to  the  sewerage  system  and  three  houses 
without  satisfactory  drainage  were  demolished.  There  remains  21  houses  not 
connected  to  the  main  sewerage  system.  These  all  present  special  problems 
of  distance  or  location  but  are  constantly  under  review  and  a scheme  is 
now  proceeding  to  deal  with  the  most  important  unsewered  area  situated  in  the 
South  Ward,  consisting  of  six  properties,  a public  house,  three  factories 
and  offices  and  two  houses. 

A free  service  is  provided  by  the  Council  for  emptying  cesspools  at 
domestic  premises  where  a sewer  is  not  available. 

The  supervision  of  drainage  works  so  far  as  it  is  covered  by  the 
Building  Regulations  is  carried  out  by  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor's 
Department  and  in  other  cases  by  your  Public  Health  Department.  The 
following  is  the  position  in  the  areas  which  are  without  main  drainage  and 
where  cesspools  or  septic  tanks  are  still  in  use.

3.  RIVERS,  STREAMS  AND  WATERCOURSES 


The  effluent  from  the  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  South  Ward  discharges 
into  the  River  Blackwater.  This  river,  together  with  the  Cove  and 
Marrow  Brooks  are  under  the  control  and  are  maintained  by  the  Thames 
Conservancy  Board.  An  extensive  scheme  for  the  culverting  of  a length  of 
the  Marrow  Brook  in  the  Elies  Road  Area  was  completed  and  will  assist  in 
flood  relief  and  release  a substantial  area  of  land  for  light  industrial 
development . 

The  Farnborough  Grammar  School,  Special  Activities  Group,  have  undertaken 
a regular  collection  of  rubbish  and  litter  from  a length  of  the  Cove  Brook  in 
conjunction  with  the  Department's  disposal  facilities. 
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Flood  Relief  Scheme  - Upper  Cove  Brook  and  Southwood  Farm 


The  Council  are  carrying  out  a joint  scheme  with  the  Thames  Conservancy, 
at  a cost  in  the  region  of  £300,000  to  commence  in  the  summer  of  1973,, to. 
widen  and  provide  a concrete  channel  to  the  remainder  of  the  Marrow  Brook 
and  a length  of  the  Cove  Brook  and  to  create  a 32  acre  flood  park  over  the 
Southwood  Farm  area.  This  will  have  the  effect  of  catering  for  new 
developments  being  carried  out  by  the  Council  and  bring  substantial  relief 
in  the  future  to  residential  areas  which  are  at  present  in  danger  of  flooding. 
On  completion  of  the  flood  relief  scheme  the  proposed  Southwood  Farm  golf 
course  and  sports  complex  will  be  able  to  proceed. 


4.  PRIVATE  TOILET  ACCOMMODATION 


Two  houses  which  were  without  modern  water  closet  accommodation  were 
demolished  and  only  two  dwellings  remain  in  the  district  which  are  not 
provided  with  modern  toilet  accommodation.  These  belong  to  the  Army 
Department,  Ministry  of  Defence,  and  the  occupants  still  use  pail  closets 
situated  in  the  gardens. 


5.  PUBLIC  TOILETS 

I believe  we  have  maintained  a satisfactory  standard  of  maintenance 
and  cleanliness  in  our  public  toilets  and  we  are  fortunate  with  our  small 
staff  employed  on  this  work.  The  staff  comprises  two  men  and  one  woman. 

The  men  work  on  a shift  system  and  the  woman  is  in  attendance  in  Queensmead 
but  also  attends  to  the  womens  section  at  Cove  Green.  A van  is  provided  for 
use  by  the  men. 

Vandalism  does  occur,  indeed  on  one  occasion  the  Queensmead  toilets 
were  set  on  fire.  Nevertheless  it  is  not  as  severe  as  in  many  a^eas  and  I 
hope  this  is  in  some  measure  due  to  our  regular  control  and  maintenance. 

With  the  exception  of  our  recreation  grounds  all  our  public  toilets  are 
modern  and  of  a good  standard.  New  toilets  were  constructed  at  the 
Queens  Road  recreation  ground  and  include  facilities  for  disabled  persons 
but  to  date  we  have  no  evidence  that  use  has  been  made  of  this  facility. 

Our  programme  of  modernisation  and  new  construction  is  to  be  spread 
over  three  years  as  follows:

6. 


General 


Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  responsible  to  the  Health 
Committee  for  the  administration  of  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
household  and  trade  refuse,  the  collection  and  disposal  of  salvage  and  the 
duties  required  by  the  Civic  Amenities  Act. 

Residents  of  Farnborough  are  provided  with  a most  comprehensive 
service  and  provided  these  services  are  used  as  they  are  intended,  it  should 
avoid  the  unauthorised  dumping  of  rubbish  and  unwanted  materials  and  this 
has  proved  to  be  the  case  in  most  of  the  area. 

The  service  comprises  : 

1.  A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse. 

2.  A separate  weekly  collection  of  salvage  (paper,  cardboard  and  rags). 

3.  A free  collection  of  bulky  household  articles  on  request. 

4.  A litter  patrol  service  to  collect  dumped  materials. 

5.  Compounds  where  people  may  take  rubbish. 

6.  Discarded  motor  vehicles  are  collected  free  of  charge  as  they  are 
found  or  notified. 

7.  The  collection  of  trade  and  industrial  refuse. 

In  addition  to  the  collection  from  the  civilian  area,  a service  on 
a rechargeable  basis  is  also  provided  for  Army  premises,  the  Royal  Aircraft 
Establishment  and  the  National  Gas  Turbine  Establishment. 

Civic  Amenities  Act  and  Duties 


This  work  continues  to  increase  and  there  seems  no  likelihood  of 
it  declining.  We  have  increased  the  number  of  refuse  reception  sites  and 
these  are  now  situated  at  the  following  places.

There  is  still  a demand  for  further  sites  but  unfortunately  their  siting 
often  gives  rise  to  objection  because  of  the  way  they  are  used  or  misused, 
resulting  in  requests  to  site  them  elsewhere.  This  is  not  always  possible  as 
they  need  to  be  on  land  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Council.  Enormous 
quantities  of  rubbish  are  produced  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  increase 
the  number  of  containers  at  certain  sites  at  the  week-ends.  In  an  area 
such  as  Farnborough  a great  amount  of  garden  refuse,  in  the  form  of  tree  and 
shrub  prunings  is  produced  and  with  the  extension  of  owner/occupied 
properties  much  material  is  brought  in  as  a result  of  ' Do-it-Y ourself ' 
alterations  and  repairs. 
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Whilst  there  is  some  unauthorised  use  of  the  containers  by 
industry  and  commerce,  which  creates  problems,  they  are  undoubtedly 
serving  a very  useful  purpose  in  the  battle  against  pollution,  preventing 
unauthorised  dumping  or  air  pollution  by 'burning  materials. 

Containers  are  also  being  used  to  receive  street  sweepings,  and  the 
former  open  street  sweeping  dumps  have  been  abolished. 

1456  container  loads  were  removed  from  the  sites  provided  and 
2283  special  calls  made  to  collect  bulky  refuse  from  houses. 

Abandoned  and  Unwanted  Cars 


The  number  of  vehicles  collected  from  streets,  parking  places  and 
other  places  was  210  compared  with  120  in  1971.  This  number  does  not 
include  those  collected  by  scrap  merchants  by  private  arrangement  with 
owners.  The  procedure  for  dealing  with  them  has  been  satisfactory. 
Collection  and  disposal  is  undertaken  by  a scrap  metal  merchant  without 
charge  to  the  Council.

Control  of  Litter 


The  removal  of  dumped  rubbish  is  still  necessary,  although  with  the 
free  service  offered  by  my  Council,  one  wonders  why  people  choose  to  throw 
rubbish  in  the  fields  and  woods,  and  on  any  piece  of  vacant  land  they  can 
find,  rather  then  take  it  to  one  of  the  civic  amenity  sites  or  requesting 
the  Department  to  arrange  collection. 

The  service  is  publicised  in  rate  demand  notes,  by  leaflets  delivered 
to  new  housing  sites  and  by  posters.  'Keep  Britain  Tidy'  sacks  and  arm 
bands  continue  to  be  issued  to  school  children  for  litter  collection  at 
summer  fetes  and  at  the  local  Donkey  Derby. 
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Trade  and  Industrial  Refuse 


This  service  continued  to  expand  and  income  increased  to  £16,086. 
This  includes  charges  for  collection  and  disposal  and  for  the  hire  of 
containers  which  vary  in  capacity  from  lj  to  12  cu.  yds.

Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  on  Army  Department 
land  at  North  Camp  which  is  to  be  landscaped  in  conjunction  with  the 
re-building  of  the  Army  Camp.  This  tip  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Ministry  of  the  Environment.  7295  loads  of  refuse  representing  approximately 
19727  tons  were  taken  to  the  tip.  This  is  a considerable  increase  over 
1971  in  large  measure  due  to  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  refuse  from 
Civic  Amenities  Sites 

Further  meetings  have  taken  place  between  representatives  of  the 
Hampshire  and  Surrey  County  Councils  and  the  local  authorities  in  North 
East  Hampshire  and  South  West  Surrey  area,  and  it  has  been  decided  to 
install  a pulveriser  in  Aldershot  to  serve  the  area.  The  necessary 
applications  for  planning  approval  have  been  made  and  different  makes  of 
pulverisers  inspected,  but  no  firm  decision  had  been  made  at  the  time  of 
writing  as  to  which  type  and  size  of  pulverisers  is  to  be  purchased.  It  is 
hoped  however,  that  the  plant  will  be  installed  and  operational  by  April,  1974. 


Salvage 


During  the  year  the  restrictive  quota  on  salvage  was  removed  and  the 
total  sales  for  the  year  increased  by  88  tons  and  the  income  by  £1,389 
producing  an  income  of  £17,909,  an- all  time  record.  Since  we  commenced 
salvage  work  we  have  collected  and  sold  31,273  tons  of  salvageable  materials 
producing  an  income  of  £213,549.

Public  Cleansing  Staff  and  Workpeople 

The  establishment  of  the  Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Section  of  the 
Department  comprises,  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superintendent/Mechanic, 
Baling  Shed  Foreman,  Depot  Attendant,  3 Public  Convenience  Cleaner/ 
Attendants,  33  Drivers,  Loaders  and  Sorters.  Three  women  are  employed. 

Incentive  Bonus  Scheme 

The  incentive  bonus  schemes  operating  in  the  Department  continued  and 
enabled  us  to  keep  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  district  and  resultant 
increase  in  work.  The  employees  engaged  on  refuse  collection  are  paid  on 
the  number  of  containers  collected,  an  average  rate  being  paid  for 
disposable  sacks  and  bins,  and  the  salvage  employees  on  the  amount  of 
salvage  which  is  produced  and  sold. 

Provision  of  Refuse  Receptacles  at  Dwelling  Houses 

The  provision  of  disposable  plastic  sacks  for  storage  of  refuse 
continued  and  about  3,500  houses  were  converted  to  this  system  during  the 
year  in  accordance  with  the  Council's  policy  to  convert  the  whole  area  by 
April,  1973. 

Seventy-nine  informal  notices  requiring  the  provision  of  refuse 
receptacles  were  served  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  complied  with. 
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The  Council  also  resolved  during  the  year  that  a municipal  bin 
scheme  should  commence  on  1st  April,  1973.  All  existing  defective 
bins  at  domestic  premises  will  be  replaced  free  of  charge  with  a bin 
liner  holder.  The  Council  require  that  the  first  refuse  receptacle 
at  a new  housing  development  shall  be  provided  by  the  owner  or4  the 
developer. 

Building  and  Plant 


The  Depot  opened  in  1971  proved  to  be  adequate  in  all  respects  for 
the  work  of  the  Department,  and  the  modern  baling  shed,  offices  and 
stores  enabled  the  work  to  be  carried  out  more  efficiently.  The  mess 
room,  shower  and  lavatory  block  were  greatly  appreciated  by  the  outside 
staff.  The  showers  are  used  daily  by  the  employees  and  fully  justify 
the  expense  of  their  installation. 

The  public  weighbridge  is  proving  useful  not  only  to  the  public  but 
also  to  the  Depot.  The  charge  for  the  use  of  the  public  weighbridge  is 
20p  per  weighing. 

Vehicles 


Our  fleet  of  refuse  and  salvage  vehicles  is  reasonably  modern  and 
in  good  shape.  They  are  of  the  rear  loading  type  with  the  exception  of 
the  Multilift  service.  This  consists  of  chassis  and  equipment  to  be 
used  with  different  bodies  and  containers  which  are  used  at  Civic 
Amenity  sites  and  for  special  collection  work. 

Two  vans  are  used,  one  for  public  convenience  maintenance  and  the 
other  for  pest  control  duties.

In  October,  1972  the  Superintendent,  Mr,  W.  Redfern,  retired  and 
Mr.  G.  Miles  who  was  the  mechanic  and  assistant  superintendent  was 
appointed  to  this  post  and  the  work  of  maintaining  the  vehicles  was 
transferred  to  the  new  central  workshop  which  had  just  been  completed. 
This  workshop  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  Cost  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service 


The  gross  cost  of  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade 
refuse  was  £118,365.  The  income  was  £44,479  leaving  a nett  cost  of 
£81,036. 

Included  in  the  above  costs  is  a sum  in  excess  of  £11,000  incurred 
by  the  free  special  service  for  bulky  household  rubbish  and  the  Civic 
Amenities  Service.

The  two  systems  of  refuse  and  salvage  collection  in  Aldershot 
and  Farnborough  are  very  different,  and  with  the  joining  up  of  the 
Authorities  they  will  need  to  be  integrated.  In  particular  it  will 
have  to  be  decided  if  the  separate  collection  of  waste  paper,  which 
has  operated  in  Farnborough  for  over  30  years,  should  be  extended  to 
Aldershot.  These  and  many  other  facets  of  the  service  are  receiving 
the  attention  of  your  Officers. 


7.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTION 

Inspections  carried  out  by  the  staff,  together  with  particulars 
of  repairs  and  improvements  brought  about,  are  summarised  in  Appendices 
A and  B. 

Five  hundred  and  forty-seven  complaints  were  received,  details 
of  which  are  given  below.  All  were  investigated  and  action  taken  as 
required .

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8. 


AIR  POLLUTION 


The  main  source  of  air  pollution  in  Farnborough  remains  the 
domestic  chimney.  Most  of  the  boiler  plants  in  Factories  and  other 
places  are  either  gas  or  oil  fired  and  they  do  not  give  cause  for 
complaint.  Furthermore,  the  rapid  replacement  of  open  fires  by 
smokeless  heating  by  gas  or  electricity  is  reducing  pollution  from 
house  chimneys. 

Twenty-one  complaints  were  received,  mainly  from  burning  in  the 
open  air  by  demolition  contractors  or  garden  bonfires.  The  provision 
of  Civic  Amenity  sites  where  garden  refuse  can  be  taken  reduces  the 
need  for  much  burning  of  this  material. 

No  smoke  control  orders  have  been  made  in  Farnborough,  but  in 
order  to  check  the  amount  of  pollution  the  Health  Committee  decided 
to  take  part  in  the  National  Survey  on  Air  Pollution  and  install  the 
necessary  equipment  if  arrangements  could  be  made  with  one  or  more 
schools  to  co-operate  with  this  work. 

The  heights  of  chimneys  proposed  to  be  erected  at  industrial  and 
commercial  buildings  are  checked  when  plans  are  submitted  and  the 
Architects  are  advised  accordingly. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air 
and  also  contribute  to  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Scientific 
Research  on  Atmospheric  pollution,  and  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  is  your  representative  on  the  Standing  Conference. 


9.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  is  a small  open  air  swimming  pool  and  a paddling  pool  in  the 
District,  owned  and  managed  by  the  Council.  The  swimming  pool  is 
provided  with  an  up-to-date  filtration  and  chlorination  plant.  It  is 
well  patronised  and  regularly  used  as  a teaching  pool  by  those  schools 
without  a swimming  pool  of  their  own.  The  paddling  pool  is  emptied  and 
re-filled  frequently  and  is  chlorinated  by  hand  dosing. 

There  is  an  indoor  heated  swimming  bath  at  the  Farnborough  Hill 
Convent  School  and  pools  at  three  Junior  Schools;  St.  Peter’s,  Cove 
Manor  and  Fernhill  Junior,  the  latter  being  covered.  14  samples  of 
water  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The 
necessary  action  was  taken  in  the  case  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples. 
The  results  are  shown  in  Table  4. 

There  was  a delay  with  the  construction  of  the  new  swimming  bath 
scheduled  for  completion  during  the  year  and  it  is  now  intended  to  be 
ready  by  May,  1973.  This  fine  project  will  include  a main  pool 
thirty-three  and  one  third  metres  in  length,  a learner  pool,  a Sauna 
suite  and  restaurant.

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10.  PEST  INFESTATION  CONTROL 


There  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  complaints  of  rat  and  mice 
infestation.  We  have  no  evidence  that  they  have  become  immune  to 
poisons  at  present  in  use,  which  is  occurring  in  some  parts  of  the 
country  and  resulting  in  an  increase  in  these  vermin. 

No  charges  are  made  for  rodent  control  work  carried  out  on 
private  dwelling  houses.  In  the  case  of  business  premises,  the  charges 
are  based  on  the  cost  of  the  work.  This  also  appplies  to  insect  and  pest 
control  work  other  than  rodents. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  are  summarised  in 
the  following  table.

The  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  represent  the  Council  on  the  North  East  Hampshire  Pest 
Control  Committee,  which  comprises  eleven  Local  Authorities  in  North 
East  Hampshire  with  representatives  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  and  the  Aldershot  Military  District.  The  meetings  of 
the  Committee  are  held  three  times  a year  in  different  districts. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949 

No  formal  action  was  taken  under  the  Act. 

Insect  and  Animal  Pests 


The  decrease  in  the  number  of  complaints  of  pests  other  than 
rodent  related  to  wasps.  The  number  of  wasps  nests  destroyed  was  71 
compared  with  372  nests  destroyed  in  1971.  A charge  of  50p  is  made  for 
each  nest  destroyed  or  as  an  alternative  householders  may  purchase 
approved  insecticides  to  carry  out  this  work  themselves,  if  they  are  able 
to  do  so. 

Mosquito  control  is  carried  out  when  found  to  be  necessary. 

Roof  timbers  of  all  new  properties  are  treated  with  insecticide  to 
control  infestation  by  the  house  longhorn  beetle  and  no  cases  were 
reported  or  discovered. 
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11.  DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION  WORK 


Fourteen  visits  were  made  to  verminous  premises  and  treatment 
carried  out  or  advice  given  as  appropriate. 


12.  CARAVAN  SITES 

The  use  of  caravans  both  for  residential  and  recreational  use 
continued  to  increase  and  will  no  doubt  do  so  with  the  cost  of  houses 
increasing  as  they  have  done  during  1972.  The  difficulty  is  providing 
sufficient  sites  for  caravans.  If  planning  permission  can  be  obtained 
the  cost  of  land  and  site  development  in  areas  suitable  for  residential 
use  can  be  prohibitive. 

The  residential  caravan  site  in  Hawley  Lane,  owned  by  the  Council  and 
leased  to  a private  Operator,  was  fully  occupied  and  I understand  had  a 
waiting  list  for  sites.  It  is  licensed  for  78  vans.  This  site  complies 
with  the  model  standards  and  the  schedule  of  conditions  prepared  by  an 
Advisory  Committee  in  the  County,  consisting  of  Public  Realth  Inspectors, 
Planning  Officers  and  Site  Operators.  This  Committee  of  which  your 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  continued  as  Chairman  met  quarterly  to  deal 
with  problems  which  arose  in  the  County,  co-operating  with  the  Social 
Services,  the  Fire  Service  and  other  authorities  concerned  with  the 
subject .

In  addition  to  the  residential  sites  there  are  four  sites  in 
the  district  used  as  winter  quarters,  and  provided  they  are  occupied 
by  Showmen,  who  are  members  of  the  Showmen's  Guild,  they  are  exempt 
from  the  licensing  provisions  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act.  To  comply  with  the  exemption  provisions  the  caravans 
must  not  occupy  the  site  between  1st  April  and  the  end  of  September, 
but  on  each  site  a van  is  licensed  for  use  by  a resident  who  acts  as 
site  caretaker. 

The  following  sites  of  this  type  exist  in  the  district  and  during 
the  winter  1972/73  were  occupied  by  the  number  of  vans  shown.

Perhaps  it  is  because  we  have  so  many  of  these  sites,  unusual  in 
a built  up  Urban  area,  that  caravans  are  attracted  to  the  district  and 
when  they  cannot  get  on  to  one  of  the  sites  they  move  on  to  any  land 
which  may  be  availabe  in  contravention  of  the  law  and  so  create  difficulties. 

In  one  instance  caravans  invaded  one  of  our  temporary  car  parks  and 
suitable  barriers  had  to  be  erected  to  prevent  this.  In  another  instance 
two  caravans  were  occupied  on  private  land  without  water  and  drainage  until 
High  Court  Action  was  commenced,  but  withdrawn  upon  vacation  of  the  site. 


13.  COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  District. 


14.  INDUSTRIAL  HYGIENE 


In  addition  to  the  Royal  Aircraft  Establishment  and  other  Service 
premises,  there  are  two  large  factories  in  the  district,  one  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  electronic  equipment  and  the  other  pre-f abricated 
buildings.  The  remaining  factories,  which  number  95,  are  smaller 
premises.  A light  industrial  estate  is  being  developed  in  the  Elies  Road 
area  and  sites  on  this  estate  are  in  keen  demand.

15.  OFFICES  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 


A full  programme  of  inspections  of  premises  registered  under  the  Act 
was  completed  during  the  year,  290  premises  on  the  register  received  an 
annual  inspection,  as  a result  of  which  40  Notices  were  served  in  respect 
of  80  contraventions.  There  were  no  prosecutions. 

The  working  conditions  of  employees  in  offices  was  generally  of  a 
satisfactory  standard  aided  perhaps  by  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  labour 
in  this  field  and  the  consequent  desire  by  employers  to  provide  attractive 
working  conditions.  Retail  premises  however,  often  present  a different 
picture,  particularly  where  the  amount  of  trade  is  large  in  relation  to  the 
size  of  premises.  This  gives  rise  to  cramped  conditions  and  such  consequent 
hazards  as  obstructed  stairs  and  passage-ways.

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18.  NOISE  CONTROL

As  a result  of  action  by  bodies  such  as  the  Noise  Abatement  Society 
and  the  Environmental  Lobby  public  opinion  is  demanding  that  more 
attention  be  given  to  the  control  of  noise.  The  Noise  Abatement  Society 
state  that  more  progress  was  made  during  1972  than  ever  before  and  some 
15,000  articles  were  written  and  radio  and  television  broadcasts  made  on 
the  subject. 

There  are  now  proposals  to  strengthen  the  law  against  noise  control 
including  noise  from  vehicles  and  aircraft,  and  undoubtedly  the  question 
of  noise  was  a major  consideration  when  deciding  the  site  for  the  new 
London  Airport  and  restrictions  at  some  existing  airports.  People  are 
thus  becoming  aware  of  the  effects  of  noise  on  health  and  the  Courts  of 
Law  appear  to  be  taking  a stronger  line  against  offenders.  Planners  are 
also  paying  attention  to  noise  control  when  considering  development 
proposals . 

Eighteen  noise  complaints  were  received  by  the  Department  and  dealt 
with  by  informal  action,  although  two  troublesome  cases  were  being  dealt 
with  at  the  end  of  the  year.  One  was  a club  where  dances  were  held  and 
the  other  concerned  barking  dogs  which  subsequently  had  to  be  dealt  with 
by  the  Magistrates.

Provision  of  New  Houses 


Three  hundred  and  eigh.ty-seven  houses  were  built  during  the  year, 
a decrease  of  122  compared  with  1971.  The  figures  in  brackets  give  the 
number  provided  in  that  year.

Mr.  J.  Eaton,  Housing  Manager,  has  supplied  the  following  information 

regarding  Council  Housing. 

"The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council's  waiting  list  at 
the  end  of  1972  was  735,  the  highest  number  for  some  years,  but 
this  is  accounted  for  by  various  delays  in  getting  the  building 
programme  rolling  again  and  in  consequence,  two  years' 
programmes  were  merged  into  one,  this  will  result  in  155 
dwellings  becoming  available  for  occupation  in  the  first  half  of 
1973  followed  by  another  40  dwellings  at  about  the  end  of  the 
same  year.  Nevertheless,  76  applicants  were  housed  in  1972  in 
existing  accommodation  which  became  available  for  reletting. 

Future  building  programmes  may  well  be  governed  by  the 
availability  of  suitable  land  but  this  problem  is  being  kept 
under  constant  review  and  even  small  parcels  of  land  are  being 
acquired  for  redevelopment  at  higher  densities  where  this  is 
possible. " 

Existing  Housing  Accommodation

have  included  the  figures  for  Aldershot  as  the  two  Authorities  are  to  be 
merged  into  the  new  district  of  Rushmoor.

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The  percentage  of  furnished  accommodation  is  very  high,  mainly 
because  of  army  properties. 

The  steady  growth  of  owner/occupancy  which  is  taking  place  is  in  my 
opinion  very  desirable  but  I am  afraid  that  the  rapid  escalation  in 
property  prices  will  slow  up  this  development  putting  the  price  of  a 
house  and  its  furnishing  beyond  the  financial  means  of  many  people. 
Especially  if  the  possession  of  a car  is  considered  to  be  as  essential 
as  a house. 

The  Inspection,  Renovation  and  Demolition  of  Houses 


A great  deal  of  time  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  was  spent  on 
these  duties.  We  concentrated  on  improving  existing  properties  as  most 
of  the  houses  incapable  of  renovation  and  modernisation  have  been 
demolished,  although  six  were  dealt  with  by  demolition  or  closure  and 
are  described  later.  Because  of  the  high  value  of  sites,  there  continued 
to  be  a tendancy  by  owners  to  demolish  rather  than  improve  where  vacant 
possession  could  be  obtained.  While  this  may  be  an  advantage  where  more 
houses  can  be  built  on  the  site,  the  mere  replacement  of  one  house  by  a 
new  one  does  not  help  the  housing  position  and  is  not  encouraged  where 
the  existing  house  is  suitable  for  modernisation.

The  Housing  (Finance)  Act  1972  made  changes  relating  to  the  issue  of 
Qualification  Certificates.  One  important  feature  being  that  it  is  no 
longer  necessary  for  a landlord  to  apply  for  a Qualification  Certificate 
before  proceeding  with  improvements. 

Improvement  Area  No.  1 (North  Farnborough) 

Made  under  the  Housing  Act,  1964 

Modernisation  was  completed  to  57  houses  in  this  area.  It  is  of 
interest  that  of  these  57  improved  houses  no  less  than  53  were  tenanted 
and  under  private  ownership.  There  remains  in  the  area  23  dwellings 
lacking  one  or  more  amenities.  Most  of  the  occupants  are  elderly,  have 
lived  in  the  houses  for  many  years  and  will  not  agree  to  the  improvements 
being  carried  out  because  of  disturbance  or  for  financial  reasons.  Nothing 
however  can  be  done  with  these  dwellings  until  applications  to  modernise 
them  are  received. 
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General  Improvement  Area  No.  1 (South  Farnborough) 


This  area  was  declared  in  December,  1971,  and  comprises  394 
dwelling  houses,  which  include  30  shops  and  offices  with  living 
accommodation,  and  24  factories,  shops  and  business  premises.  These 
figures  show  an  increase  over  the  previous  years  figures  due  to  the 
inclusion  of  a small  area  in  Lynchford  Road.  There  is  also  a showmans 
caravan  site  used  as  winter  quarters  containing  one  residential 
caravan. 

A residents  liaison  committee  was  formed  and  met  at  regular 
intervals.  The  committee  was  active  and  discussed  many  and  varied 
suggestions  for  improving  the  area.  Work  commenced  on  environmental 
work  including  street  improvements,  provision  of  recreation  and 
community  areas,  garages  and  parking  spaces  and  tree  planting. 

Initially  there  were  77  houses  in  the  area  which  lacked  one  or 
more  amenities  as  follows

Eleven  houses  in  the  area  have  been  modernised  with  the  aid  of 
improvement  grants  since  the  survey  and  applications  for  a further  nine 
were  received.  A scheme  for  improving  the  sixteen  Council  owned  houses 
is  being  prepared. 

During  the  year  a survey  of  the  area  adjacent  to  the  northern 
boundary  of  the  South  Farnborough  General  Improvement  Area  No.  1 was 
carried  out  and  the  results  were  as  follows  : -

All  the  occupants  were  advised  of  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts 
and  particulars  of  Improvement  Grants  available.  Since  the  survey  of 
this  area  27  applications  for  grants  have  been  received  and  12  houses 
improved.  Schemes  are  being  prepared  for  the  improvement  of  a number  of 
other  properties  and  from  the  favourable  reception  received  during  the 
survey  and  the  interest  shown,  it  is  expected  the  rate  of  improvements 
will  continue. 
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Overcrowding 


Three  cases  of  overcrowding  occurred,  all  were  in  houses  in  multiple 
occupation.  One  was  abated  and  two  were  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 


A housing  survey  as  required  by  Section  70  of  the  Housing  Act,  1969, 
established  that  there  are  86  houses  in  multiple  occupation  and  detailed 
inspections  of  a number  of  these  was  carried  out.  Conditions  in 
general  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  but  in  some  instances  it  has  been 
necessary  to  ask  for  additional  amenities  to  be  provided. 

There  is  a constant  demand  for  single  room  lettings  and  houses  are 
constantly  being  converted  for  this  purpose,  not  always  with  planning 
permission.  The  first  evidence  of  such  a change  being  the  number  of 
cars  suddenly  being  parked  outside  an  individual  house. 

Advice  on  these  matters  is  always  available  from  the  Department  and 
owners  of  premises  wishing  to  convert  are  advised  of  the  need  to  obtain 
planning  permission  and  given  a copy  of  the  standard  for  houses  in 
Multiple  Occupation  adopted  by  the  Council.

20.  SAFEGUARDING  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 


The  Local  Authority  is  the  final  link  in  the  chain  of  consumer 
protection  as  regards  foodstuffs,  whether  raw  or  prepared  and  its 
interests  embrace  all  those  foods  offered  for  consumption  by  way  of  the 
retail  or  catering  trades  or  services. 

The  routine  surveillance  of  food  businesses  by  the  Health 
Inspectors  has  been  carried  out  for  many  years  in  Farnborough  and  whilst 
the  benefits  to  the  consumer  are  difficult  to  quantify,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  firm  and  consistant  application  of  the  law  together  with 
continuous  education  at  employee  level  has  been  a major  contribution 
to  todays  accepted  standards  of  clean  food  and  hygiene  in  food  premises. 
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New  methods  of  processing,  packaging  and  distribution  can  create 
unforseen  problems  and  often  it  is  at  local  i.e.  consumer  level,  that 
any  shortcomings  are  first  experienced  and  the  initiative  created  for 
remedial  action.  An  example  that  arose  during  the  year  under  review 
involved  a new  milk  by-product.  The  manufacturers,  after  a successful 
pilot  scheme,  launched  a national  promotion  through  the  larger 
supermarkets.  Following  complaints  to  the  Department  about  the  souring 
of  the  product  an  investigation  was  carried  out  which  involved  regular 
checking  by  way  of  bacteriological  sampling  and  temperature  checks  at 
display  points.  It  became  apparent  that  the  product  had  been  given  an 
over  optimistic  shelf  life  having  regard  to  the  variability  of  retail 
storage  arrangements  and  the  manufacturer  was  made  aware  of  this.  The 
manufacture  of  the  product  was  eventually  discontinued. 

Another  recent  development  is  the  movement  of  foodstuffs  by  ship 
container.  They  may  leave  the  port  unchecked  and  this  fact  is  notified 
by  the  Port  Health  Authority  to  the  local  authority  of  its  place  of 
destination.  Farnborough  is  one  such  destination  for  a large  supermarket 
chain  and  the  clearance  of  these  containers  by  the  Health  Inspector  is  a 
duty  which  was  unforseen  a few  short  years  ago. 

I think  that  it  is  important  to  point  out  that  regardless  of  the 
value  of  the  various  public  and  trade  agencies  that  combine  to  ensure 
safe  and  palatable  food,  it  is  the  Health  Inspector  who  is  empowered  to 
take  any  necessary  action  to  deal  with  unfit  food,  food  exposed  to  the 
risk  of  contamination,  or  food  offered  for  sale  in  unhygienic 
surroundings . 

Complaints  of  Unfitness  of  Food  and  Food 
Containing  Foreign  Bodies  or  Substances 


There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints 
relating  to  food,  details  of  which  are  shown  overleaf.  Eighty-two 
complaints  were  received  during  1972  compared  with  thirty-three  in 
1971. 


Each  complaint  was  investigated  in  depth  resulting  in  11  prosecutions. 
A typical  routine  would  involve  contacting  the  complainant,  retailer, 
supplier,  manufacturer,  and  any  local  authority,  government  or  trade 
agency  which  might  be  involved.  The  function  of  the  Health  Department  in 
the  cases  where  complaints  are  justified,  whilst  perhaps  ultimately 
punitive,  is  also  undoubtedly  to  expose  defects  or  malpractices  and  to 
actively  involve  itself  in  their  remedy  or  exposure.  It  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  re-allocation  of  duties  under  Local  Goverment  re-organisation 
from  district  to  county  authorities  leaves  this  aspect  of  our  work 
unchanged .

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Education  in  Food  Hygiene 


It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  evening  course  organised  by  the 
Farnborough  Technical  College  for  persons  wishing  to  obtain  the 
Certificate  in  Food  Hygiene  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  was  withdrawn 
at  the  start  of  the  1972  academic  year  due  to  the  lack  of  support.  This 
was  despite  widespread  publicity  not  only  amongst  retail  organisations 
but  those  local  authority  departments  with  a responsibility  for  catering. 

It  is  often  said  that  employment  in  the  food  business  tends  to  be 
unstable  and  that  therefore  education  in  the  form  of  regular  attendance 
at  lectures  is  impossible  to  sustain.  It  may  well  be  that  a more  energetic 
effort  by  the  trade  to  establish  a career  image  which  would  include  day 
release  courses,  as  in  industry,  would  produce  results.  A recent 
development  which  is  relevant  to  education  is  the  type  of  contract  which 
obliges  a manager  to  assume  personal  responsibility  for  the  condition  of 
his  goods  as  regards  their  fitness,  weight,  price  and  description.  I feel 
that  where  a company  transfers  responsibility  in  this  way,  it  is 
incumbent  upon  them  to  encourage  their  employees  to  acquire  a sound 
knowledge  of  their  business,  particularly  with  regard  to  their  statutory 
and  public  health  obligations. 

Food  Hygiene 


The  public  desire  for  high  standards  in  the  preparation  and  sale  of 
food  increases  with  the  stimulation  of  television,  radio  and  press  comments 
on  the  subject.  Certainly  there  was  a marked  rise  in  the  complaints  and 
comments  concerning  food  and  food  premises  received  by  the  Department  and 
I think  that  the  influence  of  the  various  communication  media  must  go 
some  way  towards  explaining  this.  Fortunately  the  staff  position  remained 
generally  satisfactory  so  that  a substantial  programme  of  inspection  of 
food  premises  was  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Open  Air  Market,  Queensmead 


This  major  addition  to  the  shopping  facilities  in  the  area  was  opened 
in  August,  1972  and  proved  to  be  an  immediate  success.  An  area  of  land 
reserved  for  future  road  improvements  provided  the  site  and  the  Council 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  a Company  which  undertook  to  pay  rent  for 
the  site  and  in  return  provide  the  stalls.  The  Local  Authority 
constructed  an  asphalted  surface  for  the  stalls,  improved  the  parking 
area,  provided  toilet  facilities  for  the  stall  holders,  and  the  Public 
Health  Department  undertook  the  cleansing  and  waste  collection  operations. 

Some  180  stalls,  many  of  them  selling  food  stuffs,  are  erected  on  one 
day  each  week.  Very  few  problems  have  arisen  and  this  in  my  opinion  is 
due  to  the  extent  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Council,  the  regular 
visits  made  by  Health  Inspectors,  and  the  co-operation  of  the  Company  and 
their  tenants.  Untidy  conditions  often  associated  with  this  type  of 
enterprise  have  not  occurred  and  the  standard  of  hygiene  of  the  food 
stalls  has  been  satisfactory.

Milk 


There  are  37  Distributors  of  milk  on  the  register,  but  this  number 
includes  shops  from  which  milk  is  sold  and  is  supplied  to  them  by  the  large 
distributors,  which  have  become  so  reduced  in  number  that  only  three  now 
operate  a houses  to  house  delivery  in  the  district.  All  milk  sold  in 
Farnborough  is  designated  either  Untreated,  Pasteurised,  Sterilised  or 
Ultra  Heat  Treated. 

The  Council  are  agents  for  the  County  Council  for  the  licensing 
provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations  1963,  and  the 
following  licences  are  in  force.

Ice  Cream 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale 
of  ice  cream.  Samples  taken  were  satisfactory. 

Ice  cream  is  a product  which  at  one  time  gave  a great  deal  of 
trouble  to  Health  Departments.  It  is  now  mainly  produced  and 
distributed  by  large  firms  whose  standards  of  hygiene  and  quality  are 
outstanding.  The  only  difficulties  we  experience  are  with  mobile  vendors 
who  operate  chiefly  in  the  evenings  and  at  weekends. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods 

Slaughterhouses 

The  slaughterhouse  in  Peabody  Road  continued  to  be  used. 

Negotiations  are  still  continuing  with  the  provision  of  the  proposed  new 
slaughterhouse  to  be  provided  on  the  Elies  Road  Industrial  site.  The 
land  has  been  sold  by  the  Council  to  the  proprietor  of  the  Peabody  Road 
slaughterhouse  and  I hope  these  long  protracted  proposals  will  lead  to 
a start  being  made  on  the  project  in  1973.  The  restricted  site  of  the 
present  slaughterhouse  will  be  used  for  residential  development,  and 
thus  improve  the  amenities  in  that  area. 

Meat  Inspection 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  require  carcases  of  animals 
slaughtered  for  sale  to  be  inspected  for  evidence  of  disease  and  fitness 
for  human  consumption  and  marked  in  the  manner  prescribed.  16,632 
animals  were  killed  and  all  were  inspected  at  the  time  of  slaughter  by 
the  authorised  Meat  Inspector  who  is  stationed  at  the  slaughterhouse. 

The  following  charges  are  made  for  meat  inspection  and  produced  an 
income  of  £1,161.

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When  necessary  specimens  are  submitted  to  the  Veterinary 
Investigation  Centre  at  Reading  and  I appreciate  their  help  and 
co-operation. 

Any  cases  considered  to  be  of  interest  or  requiring  the  attention 
of  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Animal  Health  Division  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  are  referred  to  him  for 
any  follow  up  procedure  which  he  may  consider  necessary. 

The  Farnborough  slaughterhouse  is  a recognised  training  centre  for 
students  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  Education  Board.  Students 
from  other  Authorities  and  from  the  Army  School  of  Health  attend  for 
instruction  and  experience. 

Poultry  Inspection 


There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  in  the  district. 
Disposal  of  Condemned  Meat 


Carcases  and  offal  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  are 
removed  from  the  slaughter  hall  to  a condemned  meat  store,  where  it  is 
collected  by  a contractor  for  manufacture  into  fertiliser.  A Certificate 
is  issued  for  meat  condemned.

Bakehouses 


Three  comparatively  small  bakehouses  are  in  use.  Bread  is  baked  in 
all  of  them,  but  most  of  our  bread  is  brought  into  the  district  from  large 
bakeries  situated  in  other  areas  and  sold  wrapped  or  unwrapped. 

Adulteration  of  Food 


The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority  for  administering 
the  provision  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  relating  to  the 
adulteration  of  food  and  drugs  and  the  Chief  Sampling  Officer, 

Mr.  J,  S.  Preston,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  report  and  figures 
relating  to  work  on  food  adulteration  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  in 
the  Farnborough  Urban  District  during  the  year. 

"Milk  Samples 


Nineteen  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  and  were  satisfactory 
with  the  exception  of  two  which  consisted  of  glasses  of  hot 
milk  served  at  different  cafes.  The  latter  samples  contained 
8%  and  9%,  respectively,  of  added  water,  the  adulteration 
doubtless  being  due  to  the  milk  having  been  heated  by  steam 
injection,  a practice  to  which  in  such  circumstances  there  are 
obvious  objections.  Proceedings  were  taken  against  the 
proprietors  of  the  cafes  involved  and  in  each  case  a fine  of 
£5.00  was  imposed.  Costs  of  £11.00  and  £12.40  were  allowed. 
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Miscellaneous  Samples 


Seventy-two  samples  of  other  foods  and  drugs  were  procured, 
seven  being  the  subject  of  adverse  reports,  as  follows 

Cream  Swiss  Roll  .....  Contained  imitation  cream 

Cream  Sponge  

The  previous  report  contained  reference  to  an  unsatisfactory 
sample  of  an  article  described  as  'Jam  and  Cream  Sponge',  the 
'cream'  filling  of  which  consisted  of  imitation  cream.  The 
sample  had  been  taken  at  a retail  shop  and  the  above  two 
samples  were  of  similar  products  subsequently  supplied  to  the 
retailer  under  descriptions  which  included  the  word  'cream' 
without  any  appropriate  qualification.  Proceedings  were 
instituted  against  the  retailer  in  respect  of  the  Jam  and 
Cream  Sponge  and  against  the  suppliers  with  regard  to  the 
following-up  samples.  The  retailer  was  fined  £5.00  with 
costs  of  £11.00  but  the  cases  against  the  supplier  were 
dismissed . 

Concentrated  Milk  .....  Incorrect  composition  and 

labelling. 

The  sample  was  of  partly  condensed  milk  which,  although 
perfectly  wholesome,  did  not  strictly  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Condensed  Milk  Regulations  in  relation  to 
composition  and  labelling.  The  article  was  a new  type  of 
product  for  which  the  Regulations  were  not  in  some  ways 
appropriate,  and,  following  discussions  at  national  level,  and 
having  regard  to  the  possibility  of  an  amendment  of  the 
Regulations,  the  matter  was  left  in  abeyance  pending  a formal 
decision. 

Spare  Ribs  .....  Incorrect  description 

This  article  was  served  with  beans  and  a flavoured  sauce  as  a 
meal  but  the  so-called  spare  ribs  consisted  of  bones  from  which 
most  of  the  meat  had  been  removed.  The  meal  was  in  fact  little 
more  than  a stew  and  exception  was  taken  to  the  description 
applied  to  it.  The  attention  of  the  owner  of  the  restaurant 
was  drawn  to  the  complaint. 

Strawberry  Dessert  Contaminated  with  mould 

This  article  was  submitted  for  analysis  following  a consumer 
complaint,  the  mouldy  condition  of  the  dessert  being  found 
almost  immediately  after  purchase.  Inquiries  revealed  the 
product  to  be  old  stock  and  legal  proceedings  were  taken 
against  the  retail  company  responsible.  A fine  of  £50.00 
was  imposed,  together  with  an  order  for  the  payment  of 
£16.00  costs. 
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Pork  Sausage  Meat 


Deficient  of  Meat 


The  sample  contained  only  60%  of  meat  whereas  the  minumum 
required  by  the  appropriate  regulations  is  65%.  This  case 
was  dealt  with  by  a warning  to  the  producer. 

Lemonade  Incorrect  label 

This  sample  also  stemmed  from  a consumer  complaint  concerning 
the  absence  of  any  taste  of  lemon.  In  fact  the  article 
consisted  only  of  soda  water  and  inquiries  of  the  manufacturers 
indicated  that  due  to  some  error  the  lemon  flavoured  syrup 
had  not  been  added  to  the  contents  of  the  bottle.  Other  checks 
showed  the  complaint  to  be  an  isolated  one.  A warning  was 
given. " 

Health  Education 


Whilst  no  major  campaigns  were  undertaken,  health  education  material 
in  the  form  of  posters,  leaflets  and  bookmarks  was  issued  from  the 
Department  and  supplied  to  schools,  workplaces  and  food  premises  and  we 
have  an  arrangement  with  the  Public  Library  to  display  posters  and 
distribute  appropriate  bookmarks  and  literature. 

Talks  on  environmental  health  subjects  were  given  to  local 
organisations  by  members  of  the  staff.  Students  were  assisted  in  their 
studies  by  visits  to  the  Department  and  on  occasion  by  accompanying  the 
Inspectors  on  their  visits  of  inspection. 


21.  MISCELLANEOUS  DUTIES 


Heating  Appliance  and  Fireguard  Regulations  1953 


These  regulations  are  administered  by  the  Department  and  are  designed 
to  ensure  that  heating  appliances  are  properly  guarded.  No  contraventions 
were  found. 


22,  HACKNEY  CARRIAGES 


Hackney  Carriages  plying  for  hire  within  the  Urban  District  are  licensed 
by  the  Council  and  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  the  appointed 
Inspector . 
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We  try  to  obtain  a satisfactory  standard  of  vehicle.  Before  a 
licence  is  granted,  a special  Roadworthiness  Certificate  is  required  and 
this  must  be  provided  by  a recognised  garage.  The  scope  of  the 
certificate  is  much  wider  than  the  standard  Ministry  of  Transport  tests 
and  in  addition,  the  vehicles  are  checked  by  our  own  Inspectors.  Twenty 
Hackney  Carriage  Licences  were  issued  during  the  Licensing  year  ending 
April,  1973. 

All  applicants  for  Hackney  Carriage  Driver's  Licences  are  interviewed 
and  satisfactory  references  must  be  submitted  in  respect  of  the  applicant's 
character  and  driving  ability.  As  in  the  previous  year,  there  was  a high 
turnover  in  the  number  of  applicants  for  driver's  licences  and  Forty -nine 
were  issued  during  the  year. 

This  is  not  an  easy  service  to  control  indeed  it  is  a very  trying  one. 
Complaints  received  from  members  of  the  Public  relating  to  overcharging  and 
for  other  reasons  were  investigated  and  the  appropriate  action  taken.  The 
law  on  this  subject  is  in  need  of  amendment  and  bringing  up  to  date.
